This is the spy-center of the world 
H ere Foe meets foe—but with

“S*»e that chap over th ere?” a friend 
asked, pointing across the lobby of one 
of the prettiest hotels in the world. 
‘‘That is an Austrian military attache. 
Tile man he is talking to is a Russian 
from Petrograd. 
I know them both.”

Each trying to trick the other 
to some end. only heaven knew what

about

day I landed in Stockholm.

Fascinating Sport 
There is perhaps no more fascinat­ 
ing sport anywhere than a certain 
gr**ut hotel here. 
In the world’s most 
beautiful dining room under a sort of 
colonnade ranging alongside a formal 
gal den where a superb lawn grows 
under a lofty glass dome, where huge 
palms and flowers grow in profusion 
and the tinkle o f a fountain in the 
Venetian court is not much Rotter than 
the music o f a hidden stringed-orclies- 
tra, Germans and English, Austrian 
and French, Russians and Bulgurs, It­ 
alians and Turk: , Belgians and Hunga­ 
rians aud all the rest mingle at table. 
Not that they sit at tile same table, 
but their elbows sometimes literally 
touch at adjoining boards. 
Stockholm is easily accessible to all 
the warring countries.

At the Arlington H eights station 
sufficient time has not elapesed since 
the experiments started to furnish 
ground for any definite conclusions 
as to the results of the different meth­ 
ods of treatm ent of a run-down grove, 
though certain plots, especially those 
on which a mulch treatm ent is being 
tried, show a heavier crop than the 
balance of the grove. As w’as pointed 
out by the conductor of the party, 
however, it is unsafe to draw conclu­ 
sions after so short a time and especi­ 
ally on crop yield. It is a known fact 
that a sick tree, such as a gophered 
tree, will often produce a heavier 
crop for a single season than a normal 
tree. 
It is nature’s method of pro­
